LEXINGTON  (AP)  — 
Jump  shots  and  rebounds 
might  count  for  more 
than  victories  and  Final 
Four  appearances  on  two 
Kentucky  college  cam¬ 
puses. 

Back  on  top  of  college 
basketball,  the  University 
of  Kentucky  now  hopes  to 
score  big  with  prospective 
students  and  donors  after 
basking  in  the  limelight 
as  its  men’s  hoops  team 
made  its  successful  na¬ 
tional  title  run. 

“It  helps  us  leverage 
our  brand  in  all  kinds  of 
ways,”  UK  President  Eli 
Capilouto  said  in  an  inter¬ 
view  this  week. 

The  University  of 
Louisville  also  hopes  to 
capitalize  on  its  most  suc¬ 
cessful  season  in  several 
years,  which  resulted  in  a 
Final  Four  appearance. 
The  Cardinals  were 
ousted  by  rival  Kentucky 
in  the  national  semifinals.

Spending  10  days  in  the  bush  country  of  Tan¬ 
zania,  eight  hours  from  the  nearest  airport, 
in  less  than  optimal  living  conditions,  isn’t 
something  most  families  would  find  appealing. 

But  Dr.  Beth  Griffith,  her  husband  Chipper  and 
children,  Laura,  Chad  and  Chris,  think  it’s  a  great 
way  to  spend  their  summer  vacation. 

The  Griffiths  will  be  going  to  Tanzania  in  June  as 
part  of  a  group  of  26  people  on  a  combination  med¬ 
ical/evangelical  mission  trip  working  with  the  Masi 
people  in  several  small  villages. 

The  team  is  an  interdenominational  group  from 
several  churches  in  northern  Alabama,  led  by  Chip¬ 
per  Griffith’s  father,  Chip  Griffith,  consisting  in  age 
from  15-year-old  Laura,  to  members  in  their  70s.  It 
will  be  joined  in  Tanzania  by  another  26  people, 
students  and  missionaries,  who  will  serve  as  inter¬ 
preters  for  the  Americans. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  the  entire  family  has

U.S.  Economy 

Jobs 
report 
is  still 
murky 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  na¬ 
tion’s  steady-but-modest  job  growth 
presents  political  challenges  for 
both  of  November’s  all-but-certain 
presidential  rivals. 

Republican  Mitt  Romney  needs 
an  ailing  economy  to  fully  exploit 
his  image  as  a  “Mr.  Fix-It”  who  can 
restore  the  nation’s  financial 
health,  as  he  turned  around  the 
troubled  2002  Winter  Olympics. 
President  Barack  Obama  needs  job- 
creation  momentum  to  persuade 
voters  that  things  are  moving  in  the 
right  direction,  even  if  millions  of 
people  remain  unemployed. 

Friday’s  neither-hot-nor-cold  jobs 
report  leaves  both  campaigns  un¬ 
sure  of  whether  they  can  sell  their 
narratives.  Employers  added 
120,000  jobs  last  month,  about  half 
the  December-February  pace  and 
well  short  of  the  210,000  econo¬ 
mists  were  expecting.  Still,  the  un¬ 
employment  rate  declined  from  8.3 
percent  in  February  to  8.2  percent, 
the  lowest  since  about  the  time 
Obama  took  office. 

GOP  leaders  were  quick  to  note 
that  the  rate  dropped  largely  be¬ 
cause  many  Americans  stopped 
looking  for  work  and  were  not 
counted  in  the  government  survey. 

The  U.S.  jobs  picture  was  bleaker 
when  Romney  began  his  second 
presidential  bid  a  year  ago,  empha¬ 
sizing  his  experience  in  running  the 
Olympic  games  and  reorganizing 
companies  while  at  Bain  Capital. 

He  said  jobs  grew  during  his  four 
years  as  Massachusetts  governor, 
but  critics  note  that  other  states 
had  more  robust  growth. 

GOP  strategists  say  Romney’s 
hopes  this  fall  hang  largely  on  his 
ability  to  convince  voters  that  the 
current  pace  of  recovery  is  unac¬ 
ceptable  and  he  can  substantially 
speed  it  up.

Firefighter  dies  after  truck  strikes  train 

MOUNT  VERNON  (AP)  —  Officials  in  south-central  Ken¬ 
tucky  say  a  firefighter  has  died  after  a  train  struck  his 
pickup  truck  at  an  unmarked  railroad  crossing. 

WKYT-TV  in  Lexington  reported  that  the  wreck  happened 
about  9:30  a.m.  EDT  Friday  near  the  tracks  on  State  Highway 
1004,  near  Brush  Creek. 

Officials  identified  the  deceased  as  29-year-old  Christo¬ 
pher  Kerns,  a  full-time  firefighter  with  the  Berea  Fire  De¬ 
partment  and  a  part-time  firefighter  in  Mount  Vernon. 

The  station  reported  that  there  were  no  lights  or  crossbars 
at  the  intersection. 

UK  freshman  charged  with  setting  fire  to  car 

LEXINGTON  (AP)  —  A  University  of  Kentucky  freshman 
has  been  charged  with  arson  after  an  overturned  car  caught 
fire  in  the  wake  of  the  Wildcats’  Final  Four  win  over 
Louisville  on  Saturday. 

University  officials  identified  Daebrion  T.  Hopwood  of  Eliz¬ 
abethtown  as  the  person  arrested  Thursday.  Lexington  Fire 
Battalion  Chief  Ed  Davis  told  the  Lexington  Herald-Leader 
(http:^it.ly/HsyGBm )  that  at  least  two  more  people 
thought  to  be  involved. 

According  to  court  documents,  Hopwood  was  recorded  on 
video  putting  lighter  fluid  on  a  sweat  shirt,  “which  was  then 
ignited  and  thrown  into  the  overturned  vehicle.” 

Hopwood  was  booked  into  the  Fayette  County  Detention 
Center  on  a  $2,500  bond. 

Jail  records  did  not  list  an  attorney  for  Hopwood. 

Decision  on  inaugural  fund  up  in  the  air 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  Gov.  Steve  Beshear’s  inaugural  fund 
still  has  more  than  half  the  money  it  raised  left  after  paying 
for  the  December  event,  and  the  inauguration  committee 
hasn’t  decided  what  to  do  with  it. 

The  Courier-Journal  reports  that  the  committee  said  this 
week  it  still  has  $322,569  in  the  bank. 

The  committee  raised  private  donations  to  pay  for  the 
Dec.  11  inauguration  in  Frankfort.  The  committee’s  report 
filed  this  week  with  the  Kentucky  Registry  of  Election  Fi¬ 
nance  showed  that  it  raised  $634,950,  and  through  the  end 
of  March,  it  had  spent  $312,381. 

Matt  Erwin,  head  of  communications  for  the  inauguration 
and  communications  director  for  the  Kentucky  Democratic 
Party,  and  Beshear  spokeswoman  Kerri  Richardson  say  no 
decision  has  been  made  on  how  to  dispose  of  the  cash. 


Fighter  jet  crashes 
into  complex 

VIRGINIA  BEACH,  Va. 
(AP)  —  Two  Navy  pilots 
ejected  from  a  fighter  jet 
Friday,  sending  their  un¬ 
manned  plane  careening 
into  a  Virginia  Beach 
apartment  complex  and 
engulfing  several  build¬ 
ings  in  flames. 

The  plane  had  dumped 
loads  of  fuel  before 
crashing,  though  it 
wasn’t  clear  if  that  was 
because  of  a  malfunction 
or  an  intentional  maneu¬ 
ver  by  the  pilots,  said 
Capt.  Mark  Weisgerber 
with  U.S.  Fleet  Forces 
Command. 

Seven  people  were  in¬ 
jured,  including  both  pi¬ 
lots,  though  all  were 
expected  to  survive.

Murray  State,  used  to  play¬ 
ing  in  the  shadows  of  the  two 
basketball  powerhouses,  saw 
its  name  recognition  spread 
after  a  30-plus-win  season 
that  ended  one  step  short  of 
the  West  Regional  semifinals. 

The  school  in  far  western 
Kentucky  figures  it  reaped 
millions  in  free  publicity  from 
its  near-storybook  regular 
season  —  the  Racers  were 
the  last  team  in  the  country 
to  lose.  Applications  for  ad¬ 
mission  are  up  about  8  per¬ 
cent,  and  the  school  expects 
its  sales  pitch  to  get  a  boost 
from  all  the  attention  given 
its  basketball  team,  said 
school  spokeswoman  Cather¬ 
ine  Sivills. 

“So  when  we  are  recruiting 
in  St.  Louis  or  Birmingham, 
the  students  we  are  talking  to 
have  already  heard  of  Murray 
State,”  she  said.  “We  can  then 
spend  time  selling  those  stu¬ 
dents  on  our  individual  pro¬ 
grams.” 

But  it  was  UK  that  scored 
the  biggest  bragging  rights.

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gone  to  Tanzania;  all  but  Laura,  the 
youngest,  went  last  year,  but  it  isn’t  the 
first  time  the  entire  family  has  been  on 
mission  trips  together. 

They  went  with  similar  teams  to  Be¬ 
larus  several  times  over  the  years,  work¬ 
ing  with  orphanages  full  of  children  who 
lost  families  in  the  Chemoble  disaster. 

Beth  Griffith  said  her  love  for  helping 
others  less  fortunate  was  something  that 
was  instilled  in  her  from  an  early  age,  so 
it’s  something  she  wanted  to  continue 
with  her  family. 

“Growing  up,  my  mom  was  always  vol¬ 
unteering  different  places  and  my  dad  al¬ 
ways  worked  with  the  soup  kitchens  and 
helped  start  a  homeless  shelter  and 
things  like  that,  so  it  was  always  some¬ 
thing  we  did,”  Beth  griffith  said.  “My  fa¬ 
ther-in-law,  Chip,  has  been  all  over  the 
world  leading  mission  trips  and  it’s  some¬ 
thing  we  wanted  to  do,  but  early  in  our 
marriage  when  we  were  both  in  medical 
school,  we  couldn’t.  But  now  we  can  do  it, 
and  it’s  really  special  to  be  able  to  share 
these  experiences  with  our  children.” 

While  in  Tanzania  last  year,  Beth  said 
that  she  and  the  other  doctors  treated 
more  than  4,000  patients  —  many  who 
had  walked  several  miles  from  nearby  vil¬ 
lages  —  in  their  make-shift  clinic  set  up 
inside  a  small  school  building. 

“Each  patient,  after  being  examined, 
was  given  six  or  seven  prescriptions  of 
things  like  antibiotics,  worm  pills  and  vi¬ 
tamins,  and  glasses  we  brought  along, 
Beth  said.  “Everybody  is  sick,  whether  its, 
pneumonia,  ear  infections,  sexually 
transmitted  diseases,  arthritis,  or  chronic 
headaches  and  cataracts  from  working  so 
hard  in  the  intense  sun  so  near  the  equa¬ 
tor.” 

After  seeing  the  doctors,  the  evangeli¬ 
cal  team  then  distributed  Bibles  trans¬ 
lated  into  Swalhili  and  led  the  villagers 
through  Bible  study  classes.  Each  night 
the  team  showed  the  Jesus  film  to  the  vil¬ 
lagers  as  well,  during  which  the  mission¬ 
aries  and  local  pastors  walked  among  the 
crowd  of  thousands  of  villagers  talking 
with  those  who  expressed  an  interest  in 
learning  more  about  Christianity. 

Beth  said  her  experiences  in  Tanzania 
last  year  had  her  excited  about  returning, 
this  time  with  Laura  along. 

“After  last  year  I  really  wanted  Laura 
to  get  to  be  a  part  of  this.  She  loved  the

on  mission  trips  to  Belarus,  but  this  will 
be  her  first  time  going  to  Tanzania. 

trips  to  Belarus  and  she  was  great  with 
the  children  and  I  can’t  wait  for  her  to 
get  to  interact  with  the  children  in  Tanza¬ 
nia,”  Beth  said.  “We  don’t  know  how 
many  more  trips  granddaddy  is  going  to 
be  able  to  lead,  so  I  really  wanted  Laura 
to  go  this  year  and  experience  this.  This 
is  something  special  and  not  every  family 
gets  a  chance  to  experience  something 
like  this  together.” 

Laura  said  she’s  heard  the  stories 
about  her  family’s  trip  last  year  and  she 
can’t  wait  to  get  to  see  Tanzania  for  her¬ 
self. 

“I  was  11  when  we  went  to  Belarus,  so 
I’ve  been  wanting  to  go  on  another  mis¬ 
sion  trip  for  a  long  time,”  Laura  said. 

“Last  year  I  helped  granddaddy  put  pre¬ 
scriptions  in  little  bags  and  label  them 
and  talked  to  him  about  the  trip.  I’m  re¬ 
ally  excited  to  get  to  go  this  year.” 

Beth  said  preparing  for  such  trips 
takes  a  long  time  and  involves  many  indi¬ 
viduals,  many,  who  though  they  can’t  go 
along,  still  want  to  have  a  part  in  the  trip. 

A  prime  example  of  a  local  group  that 
is  helping  the  mission  team  out  is  the 
Rose  Mary  C.  Brooks  Place  Knitting  Girls. 

During  last  year’s  trip,  Beth  said  she 
saw  how  excited  the  villagers  were  when 


a  woman  on  the  team  gave  them  some 
knitted  hats  she  had  brought  with  her,  so 
she  decided  to  do  the  same  this  year  and 
approached  the  Brooks  Place  knitters 
with  the  idea. 

“I  saw  how  excited  they  were  about  the 
hats  and  wanted  to  do  some,  but  I  don’t 
knit  very  well.  I  knew  there  was  a  knit¬ 
ting  group  that  meets  once  a  week  at 
Brooks  Place  so  I  asked  them,”  Beth  said. 
“When  I  did,  they  were  so  excited  to  do  it 
and  to  be  able  to  be  a  part  of  the  trip, 
even  though  they  couldn’t  go,  and  they 
knitted  250  hats  for  us  to  take  with  us.” 

She  also  has  received  knitted  hats 
from  some  of  her  high  school  friends  in 
Mississippi,  Beth  said,  as  well  as  from 
several  other  individuals  from  local 
churches  and  two  girls  from  George 
Rogers  High  School. 

“It’s  so  exciting  to  get  other  people  in¬ 
volved  with  making  the  trip  a  success, 
whether  it’s  knitting  the  hats  or  offering 
up  prayers  for  the  team  and  the  trip,” 
Beth  said. 

As  a  physician,  Beth  said  the  hardest 
part  of  the  trips  for  her  is  having  to  leave 
and  come  back  home,  knowing  that  while 
the  doctors  made  a  difference  while  they 
were  there,  there  was  so  much  more  the 
villagers  needed  that  they  couldn’t  do  in 
such  a  short  time. 

But  at  the  same  time,  the  most  reward¬ 
ing  part  of  the  trips,  Beth  said,  is  knowing 
that  the  work  the  evangelical  team  does 
while  it  is  there  will  continue  to  reap 
benefits  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

As  the  weeks  before  their  June  14  de¬ 
parture  grow  shorter,  Beth  said  the  ex¬ 
citement  and  anticipation  for  the  trip 
grows  because  she  knows  that  with  both 
Chip  and  Chris  in  college  and  Laura  soon 
joining  them,  it  will  only  get  harder  to  get 
the  entire  family  together  for  another 
mission  trip. 

“I  know  that  as  college  students  you 
don’t  have  a  lot  of  opportunities  to  have 
time  like  this,  and  we  don’t  know  how 
many  more  trips  granddaddy  will  be  able 
to  lead,  so  this  trip  is  very  special,”  Beth 
said.  “I’m  very  excited  for  us  as  a  whole 
family  to  be  able  to  go  and  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  get  to  go  together  and  do  things  to 
make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  in  Tanzania.  It  is  a  very  rewarding 
experience,  and  we’re  blessed  to  be  able 
to  do  it.”

Capilouto,  in  his  first  year 
as  UK’s  president,  hobnobbed 
with  donors  at  the  Final  Four 
in  New  Orleans,  where  Ken¬ 
tucky  defeated  Kansas  to  win 
the  national  championship 
Monday  night. 

Now  he  hopes  to  see  a  surge 
in  donations  and  student  ap¬ 
plications  as  a  result  of  the 
heightened  national  exposure 
and  euphoria  among  alums 
and  other  supporters. 

He  said  he  maximized  his 
opportunity  to  talk  up  the 
school  and  its  needs  during 
his  time  with  donors. 

“The  pride  that  they  share 
translates  into  investments  on 
our  campus,”  Capilouto  said. 

He’s  also  seen  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  athletics  as  a  recruit¬ 
ing  tool  in  trying  to  lure 
top-notch  students  to  the  Lex¬ 
ington  campus.  In  the  past 
month,  he’s  talked  with  about 


50  such  students  who  still 
have  UK  on  their  lists. 

The  school’s  academic  pro¬ 
grams  were  foremost  on  their 
minds,  he  said,  but  athletics 
were  a  factor. 

“Almost  to  a  person,  they 
wanted  to  share  that  experi¬ 
ence  you  get  from  big-time 
college  athletics,”  Capilouto 
said.  “Several  of  them  said  to 
me,  ‘I  can’t  wait  for  my  first 
game  in  Rupp  (Arena).”’ 

Don  E.  Witt,  UK’s  vice 
provost  for  enrollment  man¬ 
agement  and  director  of  un¬ 
dergraduate  admission,  said 
the  championship  should  en¬ 
able  UK  to  garner  even  more 
interest  from  students  across 
the  country.  Freshman  appli¬ 
cations  to  UK  have  jumped  by 

51  percent  since  2006,  and  he 
points  to  an  increase  in  the 
ranks  of  out-of-state  students 
as  a  leading  factor. 

He  said  students  want  to  be 
“part  of  a  winning  tradition” 
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along  with  the  academic  pro¬ 
grams. 

Butler  University  has  seen 
the  benefits  of  having  its  bas¬ 
ketball  team  make  deep  and 
dramatic  runs  in  the  NCAA 
tournament.  The  Bulldogs 
reached  the  national  champi¬ 
onship  games  in  2010  and 
2011. 

The  private  school  in  Indi¬ 
anapolis  attracted  its  largest 
applicant  pool  ever  when  se¬ 
lecting  its  current  freshman 
class,  said  Tom  Weede,  vice 


president  for  enrollment  man¬ 
agement. 

And  for  the  first  time,  more 
than  half  of  the  freshman 
class  came  from  outside  Indi¬ 
ana. 

Some  of  it  is  due  to  other 
outreach  efforts,  but  the  bas¬ 
ketball  success  was  the 
biggest  contributor,  he  said. 

“It  built  recognition,” 

Weede  said.  “We  just  don’t 
have  the  name  recognition 
that  schools  like  Kentucky 
and  Louisville  have.” 
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Republican  nomination, 
called  Friday’s  jobs  report 
“weak  and  very  troubling.” 

“Millions  of  Americans 
are  paying  a  high  price  for 
President  Obama’s  eco¬ 
nomic  policies,  and  more 
and  more  people  are  grow¬ 
ing  so  discouraged  that 
they  are  dropping  out  of  the 
labor  force  altogether,”  he 
said  in  a  statement. 
Obama’s  “excuses  have  run 
out,”  he  said. 

Obama  was  more  upbeat 
at  a  White  House  gathering. 
“Our  economy  has  now  cre¬ 
ated  more  than  4  million 
private-sector  jobs  over  the 
past  two  years  and  more 
than  600,000  in  the  past 
three  months,”  he  said. 

“There  will  still  be  ups 
and  downs  along  the  way,” 
the  president  said.  “We’ve 
got  a  lot  more  work  to  do.” 

Democrats  cling  to  his¬ 
torical  data  showing  that 
presidents  tend  to  get  re¬ 
elected  if  the  economy  is 
improving  during  their 
fourth  year  in  office,  even  if 
it’s  below  normal  levels.  In 
that  light,  the  key  news  for 
Obama  in  Friday’s  report 
was  that  jobs  are  still  being 
created,  not  that  the  pace 
was  half  what  it  was  during 
the  previous  three  months. 

“The  trend  is  still  his 
friend.  But  you  have  to 
worry  about  whether  it’s  a 
fickle  friend,”  said  Jared 
Bernstein,  a  former  eco¬ 
nomics  aide  in  the  Obama 
White  House.  “The  question 
of  whether  the  economy 
has  truly  achieved  escape 
velocity  hasn’t  been  con¬ 
vincingly  answered  yet,”  he 
said. 

Republican  strategist 
Brian  Nick  said  Obama  will 
have  a  hard  time  convinc¬ 
ing  voters  they  should  ac¬ 
cept  a  poky  recovery  and  an 
unemployment  rate  that 
has  exceeded  8  percent  for 
more  than  three  years.  “I 
think  it’s  worse  out  there 
than  maybe  the  administra¬ 
tion  realizes,”  Nick  said. 
Many  older  Americans 
keep  working  when  they’d 
rather  retire,  he  said,  and 
many  others  are  so  discour¬ 
aged  they  have  quit  looking 
for  jobs. 

Romney’s  message  of  “we 
can  do  better”  will  resonate 
this  fall,  Nick  said. 

Strategists  in  both  par¬ 
ties  found  modest  comfort 
in  Friday’s  report. 

“To  the  extent  there’s  a 
mixed  message  about  some 
of  the  numbers,  it  gives 
Romney  something  to  hold 
onto,”  said  Joel  Johnson,  a 
Democrat  who  has  worked 
in  Congress  and  the  Bill 
Clinton  White  House. 
Obama’s  allies  must  keep 
reminding  voters  that  the 
2008  economic  collapse 
happened  on  President 
George  W.  Bush’s  watch 
and  now,  “we’re  clawing 
our  way  out,”  Johnson  said. 

Romney  must  highlight 
the  economy’s  ongoing 
weaknesses,  “but  you  don’t 
want  to  root  against 
progress,”  he  said. 

Republicans  say  employ¬ 
ment  isn’t  the  only  impor¬ 
tant  economic  factor  in  the 
presidential  race.  High 
gasoline  prices  and  con¬ 
cerns  about  federal  spend¬ 
ing  and  deficits  also  will 
work  against  Obama.

ADAIRVILLE  (AP)  — 
Churches  in  Kentucky  and  Ten¬ 
nessee  are  uniting  in  an  effort  to 
stop  a  tavern  on  the  state  line 
from  allowing  pole  dancing. 

Around  300  church  members 
gathered  Sunday  to  pray  that  the 
owner  of  the  Tenn-Tucky  State 
Line  Tavern  located  just  outside 
Adairville  would  have  a  change  of 
heart. 

Adairville  Baptist  Church 
Hugh  Gannon  urged  those  in  at¬ 
tendance  to  stand  their  ground 
and  prayed  that  the  community 
would  be  kept  safe  “from  the  filth 
and  degradation  that  just  ruins 
people.” 

Tavern  owner  Sheila  Haley  told 
the  Daily  News  of  Bowling  Green 
that  she  runs  a  clean  establish¬ 
ment  and  made  an  economic  de¬ 
cision  recently  to  add  pole 
dancing. 

“This  is  not  stripping,”  Haley 
said.  “Our  dancers  are  fully 
clothed.” 

The  newspaper  reports  they 
will  wear  bikinis  and  go-go  boots. 


While  Haley  waits  to  hear 
whether  Logan  County  officials 
will  approve  her  request  for  an 
entertainment  license,  she  is  al¬ 
lowing  people  to  pole  dance  for 
fun. 

“I’m  not  even  really  sure  we 
can  regulate  it,”  Logan  County 


Judge-Executive  Logan  Chick 
said  last  week.  “Because  all  of 
her  business  is  conducted  in  Ten¬ 
nessee.” 

Chick  said  many  people  don’t 
understand  the  nature  of  her  re¬ 
quest  for  an  entertainment  li¬ 
cense. 


“That  just  allows  her  to  charge 
admission  and  compensate  her 
employees,”  Chick  said.  “There 
are  a  lot  of  people  who  think  if 
she  doesn’t  get  a  permit,  she 
can’t  do  the  dancing,  but  that’s 
not  the  case.” 

Chick,  who  didn’t  attend  the 
prayer  service,  said  the  permit  is 
under  consideration. 

Adairville  Mayor  Jim  Wilkerson 
attended  and  said  he  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  pray  that  Haley  changes 
her  mind. 

Resident  Marsha  Orndorff  at¬ 
tended  to  show  her  opposition  to 
pole  dancing. 

“I  don’t  think  anything  good 
can  come  from  it,”  Orndorff  said. 
“I’m  not  against  anybody  making 
a  living.  But  this  is  not  something 
that’s  beneficial  to  our  commu¬ 
nity.” 

Haley  said  she  thinks  the  up¬ 
roar  stems  from  an  incorrect  as¬ 
sumption  that  dancers  will  strip. 

“But  we’re  not  going  to  do  that 
and  I  don’t  want  that  to  happen,” 
she  said.

Business  is  booming 

Encyclopaedia  Brittanica 
sales  soar  after  company 
halts  its  print  edition 


CHICAGO  (AP)  —  It 
turns  out  all  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica  had  to  do  to 
breathe  new  life  into  the 
sale  of  its  print  edition  was 
to  kill  it. 

Since  Britannica  an¬ 
nounced  last  month  that  it 
was  discontinuing  its  print 
editions,  the  Chicago-based 
company  said  sales  have  sky¬ 
rocketed.  It  has  sold  all  but 
800  of  the  4,000  sets  of  the 
32-volume  2010  edition  it 
had  left  at  a  Kentucky  ware¬ 
house,  the  company  said. 

“We  were  averaging  about 
60  sets  a  week  and  the  next 
thing  we  knew,  we  were  sell¬ 
ing  1,050  a  week,”  Britan¬ 
nica  spokesman  Peter 
Duckler  said  Thursday. 

“When  people  thought 
they  were  going  to  be  around 
forever  there  was  no  rush  to 
buy  one  and  then  suddenly, 
boom,  and  now  there  is  a 
scarcity  and  it’s  a  collector’s 
item.” 

Britannica  announced 
March  13  that  it  would  stop 
publishing  print  editions  of 
its  flagship  encyclopedia, 
and  instead  focus  on  its  on¬ 
line  encyclopedia. 

Duckler  said  business  got 
so  busy  after  that  that  a  sen¬ 


ior  vice  president  and  chief 
marketing  officer  jumped  in 
and  started  taking  orders 
over  the  phone. 

The  company  will  likely 
sell  out  by  the  end  of  the 
month,  Duckler  said. 

Britannica  —  which  first 
published  in  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  in  1768  —  will 
hold  onto  a  few  sets  so  they 
can  be  displayed  somehow 
or  donated  to  museums. 

As  they  did  before  the  an¬ 
nouncement,  the  sets  are 
selling  for  $1,395.  If  that 
sounds  like  a  lot  of  money, 
secondary  sellers  online  are 
asking  more  than  $3,200  a 
set  for  the  2010  edition  — 
and  that’s  before  the  com¬ 
pany  has  run  out  of  the  ones 
it  has. 

Duckler  said  the  sudden 
spike  in  sales  hasn’t 
prompted  anyone  at  Britan¬ 
nica  to  rethink  the  decision 
to  discontinue  selling  the 
print  edition. 

Though  the  scarcity  of  the 
2010  edition  may  be  making 
it  popular,  the  company  has 
long  known  that  the  print 
sales  were  never  going  to 
come  back  to  anything  ap¬ 
proaching  the  peak  year  of 
1990.

Spaying  and  neutering  saves  pets  lives 


The  most  common  topic  that 
all  veterinarians  have  been 
stressing  the  importance  of 
to  pet  owners  for  many  years  is  the 
need  to  have  pets  surgically  spayed 
or  neutered. 

Spaying  (female),  neutering 
(male),  altering,  sterilizing,  fixing 
and  castrating  are  all  common 
terms  used  to  describe  the  surgical 
process  to  render  pets  unable  to 
reproduce.  There  are  several  mis¬ 
conceptions  and  old  “wives  tales” 
about  pets  being  spayed  or 
neutered.  One  of  them  is  you 
should  let  your  female  dog  have  at 
least  one  heat  cycle  before  having 
her  spayed.  Not  true! 

Another  one,  neutering  a  male 
dog  will  change  his  personality 
making  him  less  masculine  and 
more  submissive  or  feminine  like. 
Again,  not  true!  Yet  another,  all 
pets  spayed  or  neutered  always  be¬ 
comes  overweight  and  often  obese. 
Once  again,  not  true!  The  fact  is 
there  is  no  scientific  evidence  sup¬ 
porting  any  of  these  old  “wives 
tales.” 


Altered  pets  do  tend  to  gain 
weight.  However,  the  ideal  time  for 
altering  pets 
is  just  before 
they  reach 
puberty, 
which  is  usu¬ 
ally  about  6 
months  old, 
when  they  are 
no  longer 
young  and  ex¬ 
tremely 
hyper-active 
puppies  or 
kittens.  They 
begin  to  calm  down  and  are  less 
active. 

Altering  may  slow  their  metabo¬ 
lism  to  some  degree,  but  certainly 
doesn’t  cause  the  common  prob¬ 
lem  of  obesity.  Therefore,  you 
should  decrease  their  food  by  25 
percent  after  your  pet  has  stopped 
growing,  which  is  usually  shortly 
after  getting  them  “fixed.”  How¬ 
ever,  large  and  giant  breeds  of  dogs 
continue  to  grow  significantly  until 
they  are  2  years  old.  With  today’s 


exceptionally  safe  anesthetics,  the 
surgical  procedure  for  sterilization 
is  safer  and  more  routine  than  it 
used  to  be  several  years  ago. 

Scientifically  proven  facts  show 
that  sterilized  pets  have  greatly  re¬ 
duced  chances  of  developing  cer¬ 
tain  types  of  cancer.  In  general, 
spayed  and  neutered  pets  live 
longer.  Neutered  male  dogs  have 
significantly  reduced  chances  of 
having  enlarged  prostate,  prostate 
cancer,  testicular  cancer  and  rec¬ 
tal  cancer.  In  addition,  neutering 
reduces  undesirable  behavioral 
traits  such  as  urine  marking,  ag¬ 
gressive  behavior  and  the  natural 
tendency  to  roam. 

Spayed  female  dogs  have  ex¬ 
tremely  reduced  chance  of  having 
mammary  (breast)  cancer.  It  re¬ 
moves  all  possibilities  for  them  to 
have  heat  cycles,  which  are  messy 
due  to  bloody  vaginal  discharge. 
Additionally,  female  dogs  during 
their  heat  cycle  will  commonly  at¬ 
tract  stray  male  dogs  that  often 
aren’t  healthy  and  carry  parasites.

One  female  cat  and  her  offspring 
can  produce  420,000  cats  in  seven 
years!  One  female  dog  and  her  off¬ 
spring  can  produce  67,000  dogs  in 
six  years.  More  than  12  million 
dogs  and  cats  are  euthanized  in 
shelters  each  year.  Millions  more 
are  abandoned  to  live  on  the 
streets  and  in  the  woods  as  feral  or 
wild  animals.  At  least  25  percent  of 
dogs  entering  shelters  each  year 
are  purebred.  Approximately  61 
percent  of  all  dogs  entering  shel¬ 
ters  are  euthanized.  Approximately 
75  percent  of  all  cats  entering 
shelters  are  euthanized. 

So,  as  you  can  see,  over  popula¬ 
tion  of  pets,  mainly  dogs  and  cats, 
is  an  extremely  significant  prob¬ 


lem  in  the  United  States.  For  this 
reason  alone,  it  makes  sense  that 
everyone  should  be  responsible  pet 
owners  by  spaying  and  neutering 
their  pets  in  order  to  help  stop  the 
suffering  of  homeless  pets.  Obvi¬ 
ously,  spaying  and  neutering  is  very 
beneficial  for  your  pet’s  health.  Ad¬ 
ditionally,  it  helps  prevent  over¬ 
crowding  in  shelters  which  leads 
to  euthanasia  of  homeless  pets. 

Presently,  there  are  numerous 
programs  and  organizations  to  as¬ 
sist  in  the  cost  of  getting  your  pet 
“fixed.”  There  are  several  non¬ 
profit  groups  that  have  received 
federal  and  state  grants  for  spay¬ 
ing  and  neutering  homeless,  feral 
cats.  Furthermore,  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Agriculture  has 
budgeted  money  for  spay/neuter 
vouchers  for  low-income  pet  own¬ 
ers.  Contact  your  veterinarian  for 
more  information  regarding 
spay/neuter  assistance.  Please  re¬ 
member,  have  your  pets  spayed 
and  neutered  to  ensure  that  your 
pets  live  long,  healthy  and  happy 
lives!

Metering  the  news 

Newspapers  erecting  pay  walls  in  hunt  for  new  revenue 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  — 
Newspapers  are  returning  to  a 
business  strategy  that  served 
them  well  in  the  heyday  of 
street-corner  newsboys  shout¬ 
ing  the  front-page  news. 
They’re  enticing  people  with  a 
little  free  online  content  be¬ 
fore  asking  them  to  pay  up. 

After  years  of  offering  news 
for  free,  a  growing  number  of 
newspapers  around  the  coun¬ 
try  have  launched  so-called 
metered  pay  walls,  which  give 
readers  a  few  free  stories  on¬ 
line  before  requiring  them  to 
sign  up  for  a  digital  subscrip¬ 
tion.  About  300  newspapers 
have  adopted  such  plans, 
which  usually  give  subscribers 
some  mix  of  Web,  smartphone 
and  tablet  computer  access. 

“A  lot  of  our  customers  are 
telling  us,  ‘that’s  fair,”’  says 
Rob  Gursha,  vice  president  of 
consumer  marketing  at  the 
Star  Tribune,  a  300,000-circu¬ 
lation  daily  in  Minneapolis.  In 
November,  the  newspaper 
began  charging  people  as 
much  as  $1.99  a  week  for  on¬ 
line  access  after  they  have 
looked  at  20  stories  for  free.  If 
a  reader  pays  for  the  Sunday 
newspaper  in  print,  however, 
online  access  can  be  as  little 
as  30  cents  a  week.  Nearly 
20,000  readers  have  signed 
up. 

For  newspapers  like  the 
Star  Tribune,  it’s  a  second 
chance  at  digital  success.  As 
the  Internet  gained  in  popu¬ 
larity  in  the  1990s,  newspa¬ 
pers  decided  to  give  away 
news  on  their  websites  while 
continuing  to  charge  readers 
for  print  editions.  By  keeping 
online  editions  free,  publish¬ 
ers  hoped  to  gain  enough 
readers  to  attract  Web  adver¬ 
tising.  But  as  readers  flocked 
to  free  news  on  websites, 
many  of  them  canceled  their 
print  subscriptions.  And  on¬ 
line  advertising  hasn’t  gener¬ 
ated  enough  revenue  to  make 
up  for  the  combined  declines 
in  print  subscriptions  and 
print  advertising. 

Fewer  than  a  quarter  of  the 
nation’s  1,350  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  charge  for  online  access 


so  far,  but  industry  executives 
are  increasingly  optimistic 
pay  walls  can  boost  digital 
revenue.  Newspapers  take  dif¬ 
ferent  approaches  and  have 
different  price  structures. 
Some  set  a  limit  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  stories  and  some  on  the 
number  of  page  views.  But 
there’s  little  doubt  executives 
are  hoping  pay  walls  will  spur 
a  turnaround  in  the  industry. 

As  publishers  and  media  ex¬ 
ecutives  gather  in  Washington 
this  week  at  the  Newspaper 
Association  of  America’s  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  the  question  of 
how  to  increase  digital  rev¬ 
enue  is  front  and  center.  At¬ 
tendees  will  take  part  in  panel 
discussions  and  lectures  such 
as  “New  Revenue  Models  and 
Strategies”  and  “Reaching 
Young  Readers:  Digital  Tips 
From  the  Digitally  Savvy.” 
They’ll  trade  notes  on  how  to 
develop  applications  for  tablet 
computers  and  smartphones. 
And  they’ll  talk  about  ways  to 
derive  new  forms  of  revenue 
from  tablets  and  e-readers 
such  as  the  iPad  and  Kindle. 

“We’re  really  looking  at  in¬ 
novation  and  execution,”  says 
NAA  president  Caroline  Little. 

On  their  own,  online  pay 
walls  won’t  make  up  for  the 
print  advertising  revenue  the 
industry  has  lost  the  past 
decade.  Rick  Edmonds,  a 
media  business  analyst  with 
The  Poynter  Institute,  which 
offers  training  for  journalists, 
in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  says 
calling  2012  a  turning  point 
for  newspapers  and  digital 
revenue  is  a  “little  strong.” 
But,  he  says,  pay  walls  are  one 
of  many  salves  for  easing  the 
industry’s  pain.  Already,  they 
have  helped  shore  up  circula¬ 
tion  of  weekend  newspapers 
because  many  weekend  sub¬ 
scriptions  come  with  online 
access  included.  That’s  impor¬ 
tant  because  the  Sunday  edi¬ 
tion  is  the  most  profitable  for 
most  newspapers. 

In  their  quest  for  digital 
revenue,  many  publishers 
have  turned  to  Press+,  a  com¬ 
pany  started  by  entrepreneur 
Steven  Brill  and  former  Wall 


Street  Journal  publisher  Gor¬ 
don  Crovitz  that  helps  news¬ 
papers  build  and  operate  pay 
walls.  The  company  says  it  has 
launched  pay  walls  for  292 
U.S.  newspapers. 

Of  course,  convincing  read¬ 
ers  to  pay  for  something  that 
was  once  free  isn’t  easy.  Brill 
recommends  publishers  give 
away  enough  free  page  views 
so  that  only  the  heaviest  users 
are  asked  to  pay. 

“You  ease  them  into  the 
idea  that  they’re  going  to  be 
asked  to  pay,”  Brill  says.  “It 
works  much  better  than  an 
abrupt  message.” 

Many  readers  who  realize 
they’re  about  to  hit  their  limit 
sign  up  early  to  save  them¬ 
selves  the  hassle,  he  says.  On 
average,  a  subscriber  gained 
through  Press+  pays  $6.50  a 
month,  of  which  Press+  keeps 
20  percent. 

The  New  York  Times  Co., 
which  is  not  a  Press+  client, 
served  as  a  model  for  the  rest 
of  the  industry.  The  Times 
says  454,000  people  have 
signed  up  for  digital  access  to 
the  Times  and  International 
Herald  Tribune  in  the  year 
since  it  started  charging.  It  is 
cutting  free  access  from  20  to 
10  pages  a  month  starting  this 
month.  The  Times  charges  as 
much  as  $35  a  month  for  full 
access  to  its  content. 

This  isn’t  the  Times’  first  at¬ 
tempt  at  a  pay  wall.  In  2005, 
the  company  launched  Times- 
Select,  which  fenced  off  pre¬ 
mium  news  stories  and 
commentary  by  Times  colum¬ 
nists  including  Maureen 
Dowd,  Joe  Nocera,  and 
Thomas  Friedman.  Readers 
paid  $7.95  a  month  or  $49.95  a 
year  to  read  TimesSelect  con¬ 
tent.  The  company  ended 
TimesSelect  in  2007,  explain¬ 
ing  that  it  could  generate 
more  revenue  by  making  con¬ 
tent  available  for  free  and 
supporting  it  with  advertising. 

Under  its  recent  pay  wall 
plan,  the  Times’  digital  and 
print  circulation  revenue  grew 
5  percent  to  $242  million  in 
the  final  quarter  of  2011.  That 
helped  blunt  the  impact  of  an 
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ad  revenue  drop  of  7  percent 
to  $359  million.  Overall  rev¬ 
enue  was  down  3  percent. 

That  success,  although  with 
one  of  the  best  brands  in  jour¬ 
nalism,  has  prompted  others 
to  follow  suit,  including  some 
of  Lee  Enterprises  Inc.’s  52 
newspapers,  and  some  of  Trib¬ 
une  Co.’s  12  newspapers, 
which  include  the  Los  Ange¬ 
les  Times  and  the  Chicago 
Tribune. 

Gannett  Co.  Inc.,  publisher 
of  USA  Today,  said  in  February 


that  it  would  expand  its  on¬ 
line  pay  walls  from  six  test 
markets  to  all  80  of  its  small- 
market  newspapers  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  company  is  limiting 
free  access  to  five  to  15  stories 
a  month  depending  on  the 
market,  and  offering  free  digi¬ 
tal  access  with  at  least  a  Sun¬ 
day  print  subscription.  At  the 
same  time,  Gannett  is  raising 
single-copy  prices  —  some¬ 
times  by  doubling  them  — 
and  raising  subscription 


prices  by  as  much  as  a  third 
for  its  printed  newspapers. 
Combined  with  the  digital 
push,  the  company  expects  its 
changes  to  add  $100  million  in 
annual  profit. 

Gannett  says  that  by 
bundling  digital  access  with 
paid  print  subscriptions, 
enough  people  will  keep  sub¬ 
scribing  at  the  higher  sub¬ 
scription  price  to  more  than 
offset  the  loss  of  revenue  from 
those  who  cancel  because  of 
the  price  hike.

There’s  still  no  cause  for  alarm, 
because  the  slam  is  certain  if  the  dia¬ 
monds  are  divided  no  worse  than  4- 
2.  In  that  case,  you’ll  be  able  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  one  of  your  spade  losers  on  a 
high  diamond  and  the  other  on 
dummy’s  fifth  diamond  after  ruffing 
a  low  diamond  in  your  hand. 


But  when  you  play  the  ace  and 

another  diamond,  West  shows  out, 
discarding  a  club.  This  is  a  very  sad 
development,  you  say  to  yourself, 
because  what  started  out  as  an  easy 
contract  has  now  lost  most  of  its 
glamour. 

After  winning  the  diamond  with 
dummy’s  queen,  it  looks  as  though 
you’ll  have  to  take  either  a  club 
finesse  against  the  king  or  a  spade 
finesse  against  the  queen.  Which 
finesse  to  take  is  hard  to  judge,  and  if 
you  choose  the  wrong  one,  you’ll 
probably  never  forgive  yourself. 

But  suddenly  you  get  a  divine 
inspiration.  You  don’t  have  to  guess 
which  suit  to  finesse.  You  can  force 
West  to  relieve  you  of  the  guess,  and 
you  can  do  so  in  a  very  simple  way. 
So  you  play  dummy’s  king  of  dia¬ 
monds  and  on  it  discard  the  eight  of 
clubs! 

If  West  does  not  ruff  this  trick, 

you  can  force  him  to  win  the  next 
one  by  conceding  a  trump  to  his  jack. 
Either  way,  he  will  then  be  forced  to 
return  a  spade  into  your  A-J,  handing 
you  the  slam,  or  lead  a  club  to 
dummy’s  A-Q. 

If  he  leads  a  club,  you  play  the 
queen,  and  if  it  holds,  your  troubles 
are  over.  But  if  East  plays  the  king  on 
the  queen,  you  ruff  and  still  have  the 
spade  finesse  to  fall  back  on.  By 
playing  in  this  way,  you  in  effect  give 
yourself  two  shots  to  make  the  slam 
instead  of  only  one.

New  details  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  aftermath  of 
Petrino ’s  crash  were  in  a 
911  call  released  Friday 
by  the  state  police.  The 
passer-by,  Larry  Hendren, 
describes  coming  upon 
the  accident  scene  Sun¬ 
day  evening  just  after 
Petrino  and  Jessica  Dor- 
rell  “were  getting  up  out 
of  the  ditch.”  He  said 
Petrino  was  “walking,  but 
it  looked  like  his  face  was 
bleeding  quite  a  lot.” 

“The  rider  and  the  pas¬ 
senger  of  the  motorcycle 
declined  us  to  call  911,” 
Hendren  told  a  dis¬ 
patcher.  “They  got  into  a 
vehicle  and  headed  to¬ 
ward  the  hospital.”

“I  feel  good  about  the  way  we  are 
starting  to  throw  the  football,”  Phillips 
said.  “That  was  one  of  our  goals  offen¬ 
sively.  On  defense,  they’re  having  a 
better  understanding  of  our  defense. 
The  ones  (first  team)  got  it.  The  twos 
(second  team)  have  a  long  way  to  go. 
You  and  I  know,  in  this  league,  you 
can’t  play  with  just  11  guys.  We’ve  got 
to  get  the  twos  up  to  speed. 

“Overall,  I  feel  good  about  the  way 
we  are  throwing  and  catching  the  foot¬ 
ball.”

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  (AP)  —  Before 
there  was  Tiger,  Rory,  Sergio  or 
Phil,  a  smooth-swinging  guy  named 
Freddie  used  to  make  ‘em  go  crazy 
at  the  Masters. 

He  can  still  make  it  interesting. 

Freddie  Couples  turned  back  the 
clock  Friday  —  back  to  1992  — 
during  a  seven-  — 

birdie  second  ^ 

round  that  coaxed  cMjisters 
a  fist  pump  from 
the  California-cool 
52-year-old  and  put 
him  in  a  tie  for  the 
lead  with  Jason 
Dufner  at  Augusta  National. 

“Can  I  win?”  Couples  said,  re¬ 
peating  the  question  that  so  many 
are  asking  now.  “Yeah,  I  believe  I 
can.  Yes.” 

He  shot  5-under  67,  the  same 
score  he  posted  20  years  ago  during 
the  second  round  of  what  turned 
out  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular 
wins  in  the  history  of  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  Were  it  not  for  the  gray  hair 
beneath  his  cap,  this  might  have 
been  confused  for  a  replay  of  that 
‘92  win  instead  of  the  second  round 
in  2012. 

“Standing  out  there,  I  said,  ‘What 
the  hell,’  a  lot.  What  do  I  have  to 
lose  here?”  Couples  said. 

Meantime,  Phil  Mickelson  made 
six  birdies  during  a  round  of  4- 
under  68  to  pull  to  2  under  for  the 
tournament. 

Tiger  Woods  had  nowhere  near  as 
good  a  day.  Struggling  with  his 
swing  for  the  second  straight 
round,  he  opened  with  two  birdies 
on  the  first  three  holes,  but  gave 
that  all  back  and  more.  He  shot  3- 
over  75  and  was  at  3  over  for  the 
tournament,  closer  to  the  cut  line 
of  5  over  than  the  lead. 

Last  year,  he  was  seven  back  but 
came  back  to  briefly  grab  the  lead 
on  Sunday  before  finishing  fourth. 

“One  of  the  neat  things  about 
this  tournament  is  the  10-shot 
rule,”  Woods  said,  referring  to  the 
rule  that  brings  all  players  within 
10  of  the  lead  back  for  the  week¬ 
end.  “Anyone  can  win  the  golf  tour¬ 
nament  who  makes  the  cut.  Guys 
have  won  this  from  five,  six  down 
going  into  the  back  nine.  I  just 
need  to  be  solid,  cut  that  deficit 
down  and  get  off  to  a  quick  start 
like  I  did  last  year  on  Sunday.” 

Couples  got  off  to  a  quick  start 
Friday,  shooting  a  3-under  33  on 
the  front  nine  to  move  into  con¬ 
tention.  Two  years  ago,  he  opened 
with  a  66  and  became  the  oldest 
player  to  hold  the  outright  lead 
after  the  first  round  at  Augusta. 
Last  year,  he  shot  68  on  Friday  to 
push  his  way  into  the  top  10. 

This  time,  he  heads  into  the 
weekend  with  a  chance  to  become 
the  oldest  major  winner.  He’s  six 
years  older  than  Jack  Nicklaus  was 
when  he  won  his  sixth  Masters  on 
that  unforgettable  Sunday  in  1986. 
Twenty  players  in  the  field  weren’t 
even  born  when  Couples  played  his 
first  Masters  back  in  1983. 

Still,  he’s  hardly  the  only  big 
name  near  the  top. 

Sergio  Garcia  shot  a  4-under  68 
to  finish  one  shot  back,  tied  with 
Rory  Mcllroy,  who  shot  69,  and 
Bubba  Watson,  who  shot  71. 

“I  know  I’m  playing  well,”  said 
Mcllroy,  who  overcame  last  year’s 
final-round  collapse  at  the  Masters 
and  won  the  U.S.  Open  two  months 
later.  “The  recent  results  show 
that.  I  just  wanted  to  come  here 
and  play,  put  myself  in  position  to 
win  another  tournament,  another 
major.” 

Also  in  the  tie  at  4  under  were 
2010  British  Open  champion  Louis 
Oosthuizen  and  Lee  Westwood. 
Westwood  spent  most  of  the  day  in 
the  lead,  but  three-putted  on  the 
18th  green  for  a  double-bogey  to 
close  his  day  at  1-over  73  and  4 
under  for  the  tournament. 

“The  double  at  the  last  (hole) 
was  a  disappointing  way  to  finish,” 
Westwood  said.  “But  if  you  get  out 
of  position  slightly  on  this  course,  it 
can  punish  you.”
